Family members are asked to visit the V.I. Office of Veterans
Affairs in their island district to make the necessary arrangements. As a reminder, only
the lawful next-of-kin is eligible to make these arrangements with the office.

Families who lost a Veteran during the time when burial honors were suspended will be
afforded the opportunity to be a part of a joint remembrance ceremony. Once details are
available, the families involved will be contacted. In the event you did not notify the Office
of Veterans Affairs of your loved ones’ passing, please contact us at once. This will enable
us to include you in the upcoming ceremony.
